In mileage to the remaining 
areas, the job looks even grimmer 
than the road over which his 
troops have come—the road which 
has taken 14 months. 

The information comes from 
maps and records of Russian War 
Relief, Inc., and its president, Ed- 
ward C, Carter, a native of New 
England. 

It is true that 77 million persons 
lived in the areas Hitler has taken, 
and that that number is more 
than one-third of the entire Rus- 
sian population. But Russian re- 
ports indicate that 37 million of 
these, largely working and fighting 
men, escaped to swell the man- 
power still out of Hitler’s reach. 

Of the 20 original industrial 
areas, five are 200 miles or more 
in diameter, and 15 are compara- 
tively minor, that is, centering 
around a single city. 

Kharkov, Rostov, Kiev Lost. 

Hitler has taken only one ma- 
jor area, Kharkov-Rostov, its cap- 
ture completed this summer. He 
has one minor area, Kiev, taken 
last summer, ; 

Remaining to the Russians are 
Bfour major and 13 (not including 


* Stalingrad) minor areas. The ma- 
jor areas are Moscow and, 1750 


miles to the east, across the Urals, 
three more huge districts, which 
form a giant V, its two arms 
stretching eastward away from 
Hitler, respectively about 800 and 
1000 miles. 

The three districts are virtually 
secret industrial works. They are 
the new arsenals which were added 
to czarist Russia’s ‘long-standing 
industrial areas. 

‘Bhe:German on the banks of the 
Volga at Stalirigrad stands at the 
farthest point eastward of Hitler's 
penetration of industrial areas. In 
front of him there stretches, as 
wide as the United States, most of 
the rest of Russia's war industry.

REDS REPORT 1,300,000 
GERMAN TROOPS KILLED 
IN SOUTH RUSSIA ALONE 


MOSCOW, Sept. 19 (AP).—

A nouncement today said that 
German casualties in the 
drive in South Russia alone 
have reached 1,300,000 killed. 
The announcement was made 
by the deputy propaganda chief 
of the Communist Party, Seba- 
teev.

On 
Aug. 18, Moscow reported Ger- 
man casualties of 1,250,000 men 
in three months, 480,000 of them 
killed, against Russian dead, 
wounded and missing totaling 
606,000.

COAST TOWN 
TAKEN BRITS 


Brickaville, 100 . Miles 
From Capital, Captured 
by Mobile Forces in 
New Drive. 


LONDON, Sept. 19 (AP).—Mobile 
British troops have occupied Brick- 
aville, on the east coast of Mada- 
gascar, 100 miles due east of Tana- 
narive, the capital, the Vichy radio 
said tonight. The troops, the radio 
said, were landed at Tamatave, 

The landing at Tamatave, the 
island’s chief commercial port; 70 
miles northeast of Brickaville, was 
the first the British had made on 
the east coast following their origi-

Violence of Blasts Leads Observers to Won- 
der If British Are Using New 4-Ton 
Explosives in Raid. 


LONDON, Sept. 19 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force bombers pounded the 
coastal area of Northern France 
tonight with terrific explosions 
shaking English towns across the 
Channel, 
The violence of the blasts caused 
watchers on the Southeast coast 
to wonder whether the British 
were using their new four-ton 
bombs. Great flashes of light from 
the direction of the French coast 
were seen about two minutes be- 
fore each explosion was heard. 
Earlier heavy bombers had rum- 
bled out over the Channel from 
England in an hour-long proces- 
sion which. began soon after night- 
fall. 


A Nazi bomber was reported shot 
down over England, and later it 
was reported other Nazi bombers 
had crossed the nortReast coast 
and dropped incendiaries near an 
inland town, most of them falling 
in the open country. 

Area to Be Cleared. 

A sudden shift of British bomber 
operations to extensive overnight 
mine-sowing in Nazi coastal waters 
was followed by announcement 
that civilians would be removed 
from an area of England facing the 
North Sea and a report that the 
Germans are evacuating Belgian 
families from Ostend on short 
notice, 

The British War Office an- 
nouncement said all inhabitants 
would be taken from a “consider- 
able area” staked out for military 
purposes in the East Riding of 
Yorkshire, which is opposite the 
German naval stronghold in Helgo- 
land bight. 

Several weeks ago a part of 
East Anglia facing The Nether- 
lands and Belgium across the 
southern arm of the North Sea 
was cleared of civilians and de 
clared on exclusive military area. 

‘Jumping-Off Points. 
No explanation was given in

IST OF SCRAP TEMS 
A HOUSEWIFE'S GUID 


Materials Essential in War 
Production Enumerated 
for Salvage Drive. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP).— 
Each housewife in the nation soon 
will receive a list showing just 
what items of scrap to be found 
around the home and farm con- 
tain material essential for war 
production. 

The list, prepared by the Ameri- 
can Industries Salvage Committee, 
enumerates more than 100 items 
and serves as a guide for making 
a systematic search. 


The War Production Board an- 
nounced today that local salvage 
committees would be responsible for 
getting at least one copy of the 
list into every home. It will be 
ready for distribution next week. 
Following are some of the items 
on the list: 

Metal—Bed springs, stoves, skid 
chains, bathtubs, lawnmowers, met- 
al refrigerator, radiator, washing 
machine, kitchen sink, ash cans, 
sewing machines, pails, pipe, farm- 
garden-auto tools, boiler, furnace, 
toys, skates, metal fence, wire, 
pots and pans, scissors, auto parts- 
tools, electric motors, electric fans, 
wash tubs, tal cabinets, jar 
tops, farm equipment, screens, 
clocks, batteries, lighting fixtures; 
furnace grates, lamp bulbs, fire- 
place equipment, metal golf clubs, 
metal plant stands, wash boards, 
metal hangers. 

Rubber—Girdles, shower 
gloves, tires-tubes, boots, galoshes 
and rubbers, baby pants, plug stop- 


ing, said the “desperateness of the 
fuel oil situation” demanded that 
all large users, including apart- 
ments, office buildings and manu- 
facturing plants, convert oil burn- 
ers wherever possible. The Gov- 
ernment, he asserted, had cleared 
the way for conversions and ar- 
ranged for priorities on necessary 
materials, 

O’Leary said “We might remem- 
ber that the oil saved from one 
large building that converts is 
enough to heat a score or more 
of homes all winter.” 

Reports to Be Required. 

When registering for rations, 
commercial, industrial and institu- 
tional establishments will be re- 
quired to report on the converti- 
bility of their oil furnaces. Ration- 
ing boards, which will have the ad- 
vice of heating experts, then will 
determine what establishments 
should be denied rations. 

O’Leary said also that no ra- 
tions would be allowed to any 
applicant, whether for a private 
home or large manufacturing 
plant, if a new oil burner or 


equipment for conversion to fuel: 


oil had been installed since June 
1, 1942. 

Rations for large buildings that 
cannot convert to coal will be 
based on a percentage of last 
year’s consumption with adjust- 
ments, 

OPA has announced that the 
rationing program in a 30-state 
area; including Missouri and Illi- 
nois, was intended to reduce con- 
sumption by about 25 per cent. 
Domestic users will be allowed 
sufficient fuel oil to maintain day 
temperature of 65 degrees under 
average weather conditions, with 
adjustments to be made in case 
of sickness or similar factors. 

3 Million Homes Affected. 

Fuel oil rationing probably will 
affect more than three million 
homes, the Census Bureau reported 
today. 

Information was collected in the 
spring of 1940 on the type of heat- 
ing in 24,786,770 homes of the 30 
states and the District of Columbia 
covered by the order. Of these, 11.5 
per cent or 2,850,175 were heated by 
fuel oil, kerosene or gasoline. Since 
then many homes have been con- 
verted to coal heat while about a 
million new homes have been built.

City Government Virtual- 


Down If He Had Re- 
fused to Acf, They Say.

A virtual’ breakdown in city 
government would have resulted if 
Mayor William Dee Becker had re- 
fused to sign bills putting the new 
merit system into effect last Tues- 
day, the deadline under the charter 
amendment for establishment of 
the Personnel Department under 


the. Civil Service Commission, in 
the opinion of city officials. 

City Counselor Joseph F. Holland 
and Deputy Comptroller Charles L. 
Cunningham told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday it was extremely 
doubtful whether city payrolls 
could have been met after the 
deadline, under the then existing 
personnel system, if the civil serv- 
ice bills had not been signed. 

Mayor Becker, although opposed 
to amendments voted by the Board 
of Aldermen which cut the sal- 
aries of Personnel Director R. El- 
liott Scearce and members of his 
technical staff and limiting the 
powers of the Personnel Depart- 
ment and Civil Service Commis- 
sion, was forced to sign the bills 
to prevent development of “cha- 
otic conditions” in the city govern- 
ment, 

The bills would have been killed 
had the Mayor vetoed them, as the 
Board of Aldermen had adjourned 
their special session after passing 
the measures with the crippling 
amendments, and could not have 
been called into another special 
session until after the deadline. 

Veto Would Have Been Futile. 

The veto, in any event, would 
have been futile, because the 
Board of Aldermen voted almost 
unanimously for the amendments. 
The Mayor, in addition, was anx- 
ious to sign bills before Tuesday. 
so there could be no attack on the 
charter amendment for failing to 
meet the dead line. 

The charter amendment provid- 
ed that after its adoption by the 
voters payrolls could be certified 
and payments made under the ex- 
isting system for a period not to 
exceed a year. 

As that period expired last 
Tuesday, it was necessary to pro- 
vide a new payroll plan under the 
merit system, so that city payrolls 
could be met. It was pointed out 
that Comptroller Louis Nolte and 
City Treasurer John J. Dwyer 
would have refused to continue 
payroll payments under the old 
system after Tuesday, in view of 
the charter restriction. 

Employes Might Have Gone Unpaid 

City officials agreed that such a 
situation, which probably would 
have meant that city employes 
would be unpaid for a long period 
pending settlement of the matter 
through court action, would have 
played havoc with the city gov- 
ernment and its functions. 

After signing the bills, the Mayor 
told the Post-Dispatch the impor- 
tant thing was that the bills had 
been passed within the time limit 
set by the charter amendment and 
that the Personnel Department 
could’ begin administration of the 
merit system. 

He added that he favored suits 
to determine the respective powers 
of the Board of Aldermen and the 
Civil Service Commission.

COLUMBIA, 58. C., Sept. 19 (AP). 
—Three Army airmen were killed 
in the crash of a medium bomber 
at nearby Columbia Army Air 
Base today.

Staff Sergt. Peter P. Conrad, 21 
years old, of Philadelphia, the co- 
pilot, was killed instantly.

Thomas M. Macteer, 24, 
of Quincy, Mass., the pilot, who 
died at Fort Jackson Station Hos- 
pital an hour after the accident, 
and Staff Sergt. Alex W. Kaiser, 
27, of Buchanan, N. D., who suc- 
cumbed on the way to the hospital. 
Kaiser was engineer on the plane. 


Pilot Killed in Fighter Piane Crash 
Near Middletown, J. J. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. J., Sept. 19 
(AP). — The pilot, the only oc- 
cupant, was killed late today when 
an Army fighter plane crashed in 
flames a short distance from the 
estate of J. Wright Brown, prési- 
dent of Editor and Publisher, news- 
paper trade magazine.

Three men were held to the Oc- 
tober Harlan County Grand Jury 


today on a charge of murder 
following the deaths of James 
Couch, 30 years old, as a result of 
rattlesnake bites. 

The men, who waived examining 
trial before County Judge F. M. 
Meadows, were George Washington 
Hensley, 50, of Harlan, and Brad- 
ley Shell; 45, and W. B. Creech, 60, 
both of Pine Mountain. They were 
held in jail in lieu of $1000 bond 
each. 

Coroner Fielding Hensley re- 
ported Couch, who died yesterday, 
was bitten fatally by rattlesnakes, 
which he handled ata religious 
meeting at the Little Pine Moun- 
tain Church of God on Laurel 
Branch. 

The three men named in the 
warrant charging murder, which 
was sworn to by Henry L. Couch, 
brother of the dead man, were al- 
leged by the coroner’s report to 
have participated in the meeting. 

Judge Meadows had deputy sher- 
iffs destroy four large rattlesnakes, 
which were said to have bitten 
Couch. 

Under a 1940 Kentucky statute, 
the use of snakes in religious cere- 


monies is forbidden.

central span adrift and erect tow- 
ers on which it can slide 29 feet 
higher than its present level. Thir- 


teen of the others were built in 
bascule style, with pivots at either 
shore on which the structure can 
be tilted aloft in halves. The three 
old bridges of the Sanitary District 
were made to swing about as a 
whole about a pivot on the middle 
pier. 

The machinery and motors for 
lifting the bridges had never been 
installed, and this is the task 
which the Navy will take in hand. 
The project is a joint one of the 
Bureau of Ships and the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks. The former, 
charged with the procurement of 
naval vessels, planned the under- 
taking and will defray its. cost, 
estimated at $2,500,000.. The latter 
will do the actual work, which is 
expected to reach completion by 
Jan. 1, 

The Navy alone has 460 vessels 
building on the Great Lakes, rang- 
ing from 311-foot fleet-type sub- 
marines to 110-foot submarine 
chasers and small patrol boats. Of 
these, 163 are to be completed prior 
to Feb. 28 of next year and will be 
dispatched down the Mississippi, 
past St. Louis, as soon after New 
Year’s day as possible. The pres- 
ent program is to be enlarged 
through the construction of a large 
number of escort destroyers, a

Ideal For Shipbuilding. 
Because the Great Lakes area, 
unlike the Atlantic, Pacific and 
Gulf coasts, is relatively safe from 
enemy attack and abounds in es- 
sential raw materials, such as fron 
and lumber, the Navy has long 
been anxious to bring its complete 
facilities into the war effort. Also, 
it was desired to enlist the Middle 
West, with its materials and men, 
in nava} shipbuilding and to make 
sea-power of national instead of 
regional concern. 
The program was confronted 
with three bottlenecks in the nec- 
essary task of getting vessels built 
on the Great Lakes to salt water. 
The first was the locks of the St. 
Lawrence River, which are ice- 
bound ‘in winter and ¢annot ac- 
commodate a ship more than 265 
feet long. The second was the Mis- 
sissippi River chanel, nine feet 
deep at the maximum and six. and 
one-half on an average. The third 
was the low clearance of the 17 


Little could be done about the 
St. Lawrence locks. The Mississippi 
channel was licked by a method of 
towing smaller ships, so that their 
propellers could be removed, and 
by transporting larger ones, like 
submarines, on pontoons. A bon- 
anza is expected for companies en- 
gaged in towing on the Mississippi. 
Contracts have already been made 
with one in St. Louis; Inland Wa- 
terways Corporation, which is 
owned by the Government, and 
others are being negotiated with a 


sippi Valley Barge Line Co. 
Agreed On at Conference. 


| The agreement was reached at a 
conference held Tuesday in Chi- 
cago, at which were present repre- 
sentatives of the City of Chicago, 


District, the railroads involved, in- 
cluding the Pennsylvania, Illinois 
Central and Santa Fe local Navy 
and Army officers and the Mari- 
time Commission. Philip Lemler 
appeared for the Bureau of Ships 
and Capt. Kirby Smith for the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks. 


Present at the conference was 
also a representative of the Office 
of Defense Transportation, which 
was concerned over possible inter- 
ruption of munitions · and troop 
movements. Plans were so ar- 
ranged that no delay will result 
from the construction work. But 
figures were offered to show that 
opening the bridges for 10 minutes 
might back up traffic for miles and 
make a snarl which would require 
two hours to unravel. Another es- 
timate was that interruptions of 
two or three hours might result in 
shipments being delayed for weeks 
in reaching their destination. 
After an exhaustive study of the 
situation, it was found that Mon- 
days are the days of lightest traf- 
fic. An arrangement was agreed 
on under which ships will be sent 
through the canal in two, batches a 
month, on alternate Mondays, be- 
tween 9 a. m. and 5 p.m. In case 
of emergency, the bridges may be 
opened at dther times, but only on 
24 hours’ notice, 


Chasers Couldn’t Clear. 


The project grew out of the dis- 
covery last spring that owing to 
low bridge clearances Pullman 
Standard Co. of Chicago could not 
fulfill its contract to deliver forty 
173-foot submarine chasers to the 
Navy unless a new Pullman plant 
were built below the bridges, at an 
an estimated cost of $1,500,000 and 
quantities of critical materials. 

The bridge-lifting plan will also 
empower the Navy to make use of 
facilities of Defoe Shipbuilding 
Co. in constructing large numbers 
of the destroyer escort vessels, one 
of the types most urgently needed. 
The Defoe concern has made a 
great record th building submarine 
chasers, of which it has turned 
out more than all other Great 
Lakes shipyards combined. The 
Navy, in the Great Lakes area, is 
also building fleets of patrol craft 
and 220-foot steel mine sweepers. 
In most cases, it has been neces- 
sary to leave top hampers off 
naval craft until after the bridges 
have been cleared—an operation 
expensive in time and money. 

Priorities Obtained. 

Priorities have been obtained for 
motors and .machinery, necessary 
to the project. The new facilities 
will be of a temporary nature and 
the cheapest possible construction. 
They will be owned by the Gov- 
ernment, with an option for the 
bridge owners to purchase them, 
at a negotiated price, within six 
months after the emergency ends. 
At Manitowoc, Wis., on Lake 
Michigan, the Navy is building 10 
fleet-type submarines, the first of 
their class ever undertaken on the 
Great Lakes. The pioneer of the 
series was launched in May, and 
is expected to join the fleet by the 
end of the year. These boats will 
voyage .under their own power 
from Manitowoc to Chicago, will 
be towed through the canal and 
sent down the river on pontoons.

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Sometimes, when the gendarmes 
became exasperated at Wills’ fail- 
ure to confess, they would resort to 
obvious subterfuge and fakery, 
poorly e@ntrived and as poorly exe- 
cuted.

Struck on Jaw, Slapped. 

One day they brought him a list 
of Japanese names and began 
reading them off, asking him if he 
knew any of them. When Wills 
insisted he did not, they struck 
him on the jaw. He finally re- 
alized what the list was, and con- 
vinced his tormentors the names 
were those of Japanese who had con- 
sulted him about hiring an Ameri- 
can band he brought to Tokyo. 
They had left their cards, and the 
gendarmes had the cards. 

Wills occasionally was forced to 
sit on his legs, Japanese fashion, 
for hours at a time, a painful pos- 
ture that left him virtually para- 
lyzed and unable to rise without 
aid when he was finally teld to 
get up. At other times they would 
slap him viciously in the face, ex- 
horting him to tell the truth. He 
was charged with espionage, with

Mental Torture Worst. 

However, the mental torture in- 
flicted by the police was worse 
than any of the physica] torments, 
Wills said, They would tell him, 
one day, that a friend of hig had 
been beheaded, or, in apparent res- 
ignation, would remark, “Well, 
we'd better turn you over to the 
court-martial”—which meant exe 
cution. - 

Part of the mental punishment 
was the prison routine. The cells, 
in a damp cement prison, were 
five feet by seven, bare except for 
a pile of blankets to be used as 
bedding on the floor. In sleeping, 
Millg had to lie on his back with 
face straight up; like the other 
prisoners, and if he changed to a 
different position he was promptly 
awakened and told to resume the 
defined position.’ ;

Navy communique No. 129 said: 

“South Pacific (all dates given 
are east longitude). 

“1. Since the unsuccessful at- 
tempt of the Japanese to recapture 
the air field at Guadalcanal dur- 
ing the night of Sept. 13-14, there 
has been a lull in the land-fighting 
on the island. These hostilities 
have been confined to minor patrol 
activity, sniping and occasional 
skirmishes between small enemy 
units and U. S. Marines.

Aled Air Forces Blast Japanese

New Aircraft Carrier Lexington 
To Be Launched Next Saturday 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP).— 
The new aircraft carrier Lexington, 
replacing the one which was sunk 
last May in the battle of the Coral 
Sea, will be launched next Satur- 
day, one year ahead of schedule, 
the Navy announced today. 

The Lexington will be the second 
carrier launched since Pear] Har- 
bor. The Essex, prototype of a 
mew class to which the Lexington 
belongs, entered the water at New- 
port News, Va., July 31. It will be 
some months, however, before these 
two new “flat-tops” can be com- 
pletely fitted out and ready to 
join the fleet. 


The new Lexington will be 
launched at the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation’s Fore River plant at 
Quincy, Mass. Mrs. Theodore Doug- 
las Robinson, who christened the 
other Lexington 17 years ago in 
the same yard,.will give the new 
ship its name. She is the widow 
of an Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy. 

The Navy has made public little 
data on Essex class vessels. Jane’s 
“Fighting Ships” says they displace 
around 25,000 tons, cost about 60 
million dollars and have a comple- 
ment of more than 80 planes and 
2000 officers and men, Speed, a 
prime essential of an aircraft car- 
rier, was listed as 35 knots. 
Eight Essex ships were ordered 
in 1940 and the “Lexington, first 
of those being built at Quincy, had 
not been due off the ways until the 
fall of 1943, But the need for them 
now is great and officers have 
promised to get them into action 
as soon as possible. 

“The Navy has lost two of the 
carriers with which it entered the 
war—the Lexington in the Coral 
Sea and the Yorktown at Midway 
—and has five left: The Saratoga, 
Enterprise, Wasp, Hornet and 
Ranger. In addition there are 
whatever carriers may have been 
made by converting merchant 
ships. 

Essex ships, which have been 
modified this year as much as pos- 
sible to incorporate lessons learned

TWO SHOT AND BEATEN 
N ARKANSAS CLASH 


Pipeline Workers and Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses Delegates in 
Row Near Little Rock. 


ROCK, Ark., Sept. 19 
(AP).—Two men were shot and 
ssverely beaten tonight in a clash 
between pipeline workers and del- 
egates to a State convention of 
the Watchtower and Tract Society. 

The clash, following sporadic 
fights at the convention site just 
outside Little Rock’s city limits, 
occurred several miles south of 
here at the former Dr. John R. 
Brinkley Hospital, where the dele- 
gates were quartered. 

Harry Young and Joe Wirges, 
Arkansas Gazette reporters who 
witnessed the clash, said six or 


seven shots were fired and they 


saw two men lying in a ditch 
afterwards. : 

The reporters said friction de- 
veloped earlier in the day when 
convention delegates took charge 
of a trailer camp as a convention 
site, Families of pipeline workers 
living at the tourist camp were 
refused use of rest room facilities, 
the reporters said. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Tom Gul- 
ley said five persons, who told of- 
ficers they were “Witnesses of 
Jehovah,” were arrested on 
charges of disturbing the peace 
“after four or five fist fights” at 
the trailer camp. 

Tonight’s clash took place in 
Saline County, just across’ the 
Pulaski (Little Rock) County line. 
Young and Wirges said the clash 
was precipitated when about 100 
pipeline workers entered the hos- 
pital grounds to drive the dele- 
gates from their quarters. 

The reporters gave this account: 
About 10 persons, armed with 
sticks, blocked the road leading 
to the hospital grounds. The pipe- 
line workers, some armed, started 
to force the barricade, precipitat- 
ing the clash which lasted about 
five minutes. The defenders re- 
treated into the surrounding 
woods,

persuading each to agree to any 
proposed action. 

As stated in the committee’s re- 
port, such a situation could be 
remedied only by centralizing all 
authority over rubber in. one man. 
As stated in the committee’s re- 
port, Mr. Nelson specifically as- 
sured the committee that he had 
done just exactly that in appointing 
Mr. Arthur Newhall. Yet four 
months later the Baruch commit- 
tee was appointed by the President 
to allay the confusion to which he 
may himself have added when, per- 
haps facetiously, he said he was not 
worried about the rubber situation, 
which statement was made the 
same day that this committee pub- 
lished its report stating the seridus- 
ness of the rubber situation. 
Source of Confusion. 

The Baruch committee found, as 
did this committee, that the most 
crying need in the rubber situation 
was for centralized authority, and 
recommended, as did this commit- 
tee, administration by one person.

The members of the first graduating class 
gave a gridiron dinner just before the grad- 
uating ceremony at which they kidded not 
only themselves but their teachers and even 
their commandant.

It was extraordinary how much feeling 
was worked up by the Andre case. The 
prosecutor was Col. John K. Weber, a re- 
serve officer who had been a Judge in San 
Antonio, Tex., before resuming active duty 
in 1940. The defense counsel was Lieut. 
Col. James F. Corn of Cleveland, Tenn., 
at one time a member of the Tennessee Leg- 
islature. A commission of six student offi- 
cers tried Andre, reviewing the actual evi- 
dence as presented by prosecutor and de- 
fense, who drew on copies of original docu- 
ments in the uniyersity library. 


Ahead of Supreme Court 
Espionage Decision. 

In the course of the hearing defense coun-. 
sel insisted Andre should have the right of 
trial by the civil courts. The plea was over- 
ruled on the ground that Andre was a pris- 
oner of war and therefore outside the juris- 
diction of the civil law. This happened 
shortly before the Supreme Court ruling in 
the trial of the eight saboteurs in Washing- 
ton, and at the gridiron dinner the six 
members of the Andre commission congrat- 
ulated themselves on having set a precedent 
for the highest court to follow. * 

Incidentally, the outcome of the Andre 
case was different here at Charlottesville 
than it was 162 years ago at Tappan, N. Y. 
One of the six commissioners held out for 
Andre and thereby hung the jury and the 
death penalty could not be assessed,

“You Can’t Do Business With Hitler,’ made 
the best-seller lists a year ago, also comes 
for lectures. 

So does Max Lerner, author and frequent 
contributor to the Nation and the New Re- 
public, now on the faculty of Williams Col- 
lege.

Divided Into Sections, 

Each With Specialists. 

But the student officers do not spend all 
their time listening to pundits in the class- 
room. Perhaps the most interesting phase 
of their work is in the special. sections which 
all students are assigned to. These sections 
are made up in.such a way that they include 
representatives of each profession required 
for administering an occupied country. Each 
section has a lawyer, an engineer, an officer 
with police or administrative experience, and 
a specialist in propaganda and education. 

Then each section is given a specific prob- 
lem to work out. Section One is assigned 
Occupied Country A and told to work out a 
complete plan for the military government 
‘of that area. A vast amount of informa- 
tion must be assembled about the local gov- 
ernment of Country A, its water supply, 
schools, politics, Besides source books in 
the university library, members of the sec- 
tions have access to Army intelligence re- 
ports. 

Two sections working on the same prob- 
lem get together to discuss relative merits 
of their respective plans. The keenest rivalry 
soon develops with these inter-class teams 
championing their own solutions with all the 
fervor of intramural! basketball teams in any 
prep school. 


Returning Correspondents

have stayed on, and new graduate sections 
are working on plans which may be put 
into effect when victory appears assured. 
These graduate students are not relying 
merely on source material. Part of their 
assignment is to interview newspaper men 
and diplomats recently back from Axis coun- 
tries in order to get every scrap of latest 
information. The master plans developed in 
this way will be submitted to the Provost 
Marshal General’s office if they are consid- 
ered of sufficient merit by the staff of the 
school.

Confidence in Self. 


Glenn Martin is supremely the 
technician. All his life everything 
has been subordinate to the crea- 
tive skill, the technical itmagina- 
tion he has brought to the design 
of bigger and bigger airplanes. 
Down beyond Assembly Plant No. 
2 is the biggest of them all, the 
70-ton Mars, the prototype for the 
cargo flying boats that are at 
the center of a warm controversy. 


Martin believes he can build 
those flying boats faster and more 
efficiently than anyone else. He 
makes no invidious comparisons 
with his competitors, present or po- 
tential, but you get nevertheless a 
sense of his confidence in his own 
methods. He listens with a gener- 
ous reservation of doubt to talk 
—much of it from people who 
know little or nothing of the tech- 
nica] side of aviation—about what 
can and cannot be built and how 
fast. 


“In speaking of mass production 
of anything, whether it’s a tin can 
or a motor car,” he says, “you 
have to consider the number of 
units to be constructed. We rarely 
if ever receive orders for more 
than 500 or at the most a thousand 
of one type of plane. 


“Now that plane is broken down 
into thousands of parts. You take 
a certain part, say this shape,” he 
draws a design on the pad before 
him, “and you design the tool that 
can make that part. You find the 
cost of that tool to be $18,000. In 
relation to the cost of the part 
itself, you find you cannot afford 
to build the tool.

How Building Goes. 


“What we have done here is to 
carry the assembly line principle 
up to a certain point. Then when 
the unit becomes too unwieldy to 
move along, we pass crews of 
workmen through the unit. We do 
that in building these large flyi 
boats, - : 

“A crew comes along and lays 
down a keel. Another crew fol- 
lows to lay the first bulkhead. 
Still another crew lays the second 
bulkhead. These and successive 
crews move down the line until by 
the time the first crew is laying 
the last keel, the origina] hull is 
nearly completed and the process 
can be started over again.” 

As he talks he illustrates what 
he is saying on a sheet of paper 
before him.

First Flight. 

At the age of 8 the boy built 
a superior kind of box kite which 
he sold to his friends.

He 
took a two-year business course at 
Kansas Wesleyan College, and 
then the family moved to Santa 
Ana, Cal. There, at 22, this pre- 
cocious youth had got the Ford 
and Maxwell motor car agencies 
and was making more than $3000 
a year. - :

HEN the acreage of a certain 

Southern cotton grower (not a big 
planter, by any means) was measured, it 
was found he had planted four or five 
acres too many. He was ordered to plow 
them up. As help was scarcer than ever 
before in history, he kept putting off the 
plowing-up, until now the cotton is ready 
to pick. 

In the meantime, wet weather has 
brought the army worm, which will re- 
duce the yield from the remaining acres 
considerably below the amount antici- 
pated from the entire farm, including 
the acreage which is to be destroyed. 
The grower is now put to the double 
expense of saving cotton on the one 
hand (from the army worm) and de- 
stroying cotton on the other hand, to 
comply with Government requirements, 
and help is even scarcer, but the “sur- 
plus” cotton must be destroyed within a 
few days. 

Housewives are exhorted to save every 
drop of fat for munitions while cotton 
seeds, rich in oil, are destroyed, along 
with the fiber, every bit of which is 
needed for munitions, clothing for serv- 
ice men and a thousand other uses. 

Were a prize offered for the most 
reprehensible waste, the most monumen- 
tal stupidity, needlessly and criminally 
interfering with the war effort, shoulcn't 
destruction by Government order of a 
crop already made and badly needed 
take first money? O. HECK.

Back Yard Wildlife Study.

AST Sunday, you published a letter 

about that mysterious urge in nature, 
migration. Your readers may be inter- 
ested to know that one of the most en- 
chanting essays on that subject is to be 
found in William Béeebe's book, 
“Nonsuch.” And perhaps you will be 
interested in part of a letter which I 
have just received from James Earl Com- 
fort, a well-known St. Louis birder, now 
at Camp Robinson, Ark. 

In Little Rock he has met a woman 
who is an ardent bird-bander and these 
are some of the things he noted from 
her records; items little known or sel- 
dom printed: 

“She has learned that the cardinals 
which spend the winter with her are not 
the same cardinals that nest in her yard. 
This is also true of the robins, blue 
birds and many other species. 

“She has also learned that a pair of 
Carolina wrens that partake of her daily 
meals in the winter remain mated and 
stay at the nest in the shed back of 
her house. The birds readily use bird 
boxes, but not those set up on a post 
or nailed to trees. Mr. and Mrs, Caro- 
lina Wren prefer boxes within .an out- 
building. 

“Bewick wrens use any boxes any 
place. House wrens do not use any be- 
cause this species is not found in Little 
Rock except on rare occasions in migra- 
tion.” 

Thus, as so often is the case, a little 
back yard study makes a really worthy 
contribution to science. H. B.

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WHAT DIEPPE SHOWED. 

To the general public, the outstanding feature in 
the Canadian Government's long official report on 
the Dieppe landing operation of Aug. 19 is the fact 
that of the 6000 Canadian troops who comprised 
the bulk of the force, 3350 were Jost. It was a heavy 
price to pay for what was learned and ‘gained, but 
there are certain intangibles thdt are yet to be real- 
ized on. With casualties of 66. per cent, it borders 
on the miraculous that the Canadians were able to 
retreat with any prisoners at all. es 
Chance, as it does in most battles, played an im- 
portant part in this operation when some of the 
troop and convoy ships crossing the Channel hap- 
pened onto a German tanker accompanied by sev- 
eral armed vessels. This unfortunate occurrence 
in the dark delayed one regiment's landing until 
daylight, forewarned the Nazis, prevented the at- 
tackers’ destructidn of batteries on a headland and 
left the main beach under heavy fire. That the Cana- 
dians succeeded in landing at all under these circum- 
stances reflects all the more to their valor and to 
their military ability. 

The report states that little can be said at pres- 
ent concerning the results of the raid, that it still 
is being studied and that the value of the experi- 
ence gained will appear only in the future course 
of the war. It does dwell on the great value of the 
aerial umbrella that protected the troops from Nazi 
planes during the fighting and the withdrawal. 
And in that lies an ominous hint for the Nazis as 
to what lies ahead when the island of Britain has 
clear air superiority over Germany. 

Even more important is the “special point” only 
briefly mentioned that the action “compelled the 
enemy to concentrate air squadrons from many dis- 
tant points and to commit a large force to action. 
Even night fighters, night bombers and trainjng 
squadrons were thrown into the fight.” 

This leads to the natural question: What happens 
when a dozen or maybe 50 such landing operations, 
some feints and some determined smashes, are car- 
ried on all up and down the coast of France, Bel- 
gium and Holland at correctly spaced and timed 
intervals? The casualty percentages at some points 
probably would surpass Dieppe’s 66 per, cent, but 
there would be places where the Nazis inevitably 
would leave thin spots as a result of trying to re- 
inforce areas where they thought the danger to 
be greatest. They would not know which landing 
operation was a feint and which was the real thing. 

It was such a plan as this that Joseph Harsch, 
author of “Pattern of Conquest,” had in mind when 
he said that winning the war is a matter of “deliver- 
ing quick, hard jabs into the periphery of Germany's 
area of control.” Such a scheme could include even 
the plan of striking (after Rommel is driven out 
of Africa) at the soft underside of Europe in Italy, 
Yugoslavia or Greece. 

But it must be remembered that carrying out 
such a campaign successfully would require a stu- 
pendous total of planes, tanks, ships, supplies and 
men. The “Dieppe umbrella” would have to be ex- 
tended over all thrusts, real or feinted. Perhaps 
most important of all, it would require three things 
that for some unexplained reason were not used at 
Dieppe—dive bombers, parachute troops and glider- 
and plane-borne soldiers. It may be more than coin- 
cidence that on the day the Dieppe report was re- 
leased, dispatches told of large numbers of parachute 
troops arriving in England. 

One of the things not mentioned in the Dieppe 
report is called to mind by the words of Scott Mal- 
den, an RAF wing commander who was in the thick 
of the fighting: “If we had had dive bombers, we'd 
have done better at Dieppe.” S. L. A. Marshall, mili- 
tary analyist of the Detroit News, said last June: 
“It is discouraging that Allied air power is limited in 
its ability to offset the lack of ground hitting forces 
because of the stubborn refusal by Britain and 
the United States to develop the dive bomber, That, 
in a nutshell, is why the German tank-airplane hit- 
ting team continues to be superior to our own 
and why German armies continue to win.” 

Just a few days ago, Field Marshal Rommel was 
stopped in his renewed drive on Alexandria when 
the British, for the first time, used dive bombers 
against him. Therefore, it may be presumed that 
while the United Nations are going to continue weak- 
ening Germany with big bombing raids, they also 
are going to make greater use of the dive bomber 
or some equivalent form of attack aviation. 

So if dive bombers, parachute troops, glider- and 
plane-transported troops, armored divisions, the al- 
ways essential infantry and naval convoys are 
thrown at the Nazis at various points at the right 
moment, while Russia ig still a powerful factor, 
one of these thrusts should guide the way to Berlin 
and victory. In that case, Dieppe would be remem- 
bered as the little experiment bravely made in Mars’ 
laboratory without all the essential ingredients. 
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COURAGE AT ITS HIGHEST. 
Considering that the United States, as yet, has 
hardly begun to fight, its soldiers and sailors have 
performed an amazing number of feats of heroism. 
It is typical of most of these gallant deeds—those 
of Colin Kelly and Eddie O’Hare, for example— 
that they were performed in attacking the enemy. 
Yet there is a less spectacular kind of self-sacrifice 
that touches the heart even more deeply. It comes 
when, without the stimulant of a blow against the 
foe, a man gives his life so that other men may live. 
Such a noble act was that of an unidentified sailor 
aboard the sinking destroyer Hammann after the 
battle of Midway. While the rest of the ship’s crew 
was getting away this man remained aboard. Even 
as the water rose to his waist, he continued to move 
along the deck from depth bomb to depth bomb, 
setting their safety devices so that they would not 
explode beneath men atill struggling in the water. 
A marvelous deed of high courage.

Last month we called attention to the protest of 
two eminent lawyers in Washington, which Senator 
Norris published in the Congressional Record. We 
are happy now to have the opportunity to refer 
to an article by John Raeburn Green of the St. 
Louis Bar in the current issue of the Washington 
University Law Quarterly. In discussing the sub- 
ject, “Liberty Under the Fourteenth Amendment,” ; 
Mr. Green says of Betts vs. Brady: 


Here the trial court had refused to appoint 
counsel for an accused, without funds, who had 
requested such appointment. The accused there- 
upon tried his own case, was convicted of rob- 
bery and sentenced to eight years in prison. 

The Supreme Court, through Mr. Justice Rob- 
erts, affirmed the conviction, holding that Powell 
vs. Alabama (1932) had not established the right 
to such appointment except in a particular case 
where a fair trial could not be had without it, 
It admitted that the broader right was guaran- 
teed by the sixth amendment in Federal prose- 
cutions; and, indeed, the contrast with so recent. 
a decision as Glasser vs. U. 8S. is shocking,

AR is destructive—destrctive of 
W young lives, of homes, of friendships, 

of hopes, of ideals. It is destructive 
also of false prides, special privileges, un- 
worthy ambitions, decadent institutions. It 
is a fire that consumes rubbish and weeds 
as well as flowers. When it passes, what 
is best in human nature often attains as- 
cendancy for a time—the pendulum swings 
from the guillotine to liberty, equality rnd 
fraternity. 

Education in the United States is begin- 
ning to feel the effects of the war. The 
incomes of endowed institutions are declin- 
ing. The faculties of universities and col- 
leges are being depleted by demands for 
specialists from the Government, Teachers 
in elementary and secondary schools, wom- 
en as well as men, are giving up their pro- 
fessions to enter war industries or govern- 
mental service, 

Registrations in universities and colleges 
are declining, and colleges and universities 
are being taken over in part by the War 
and Navy departments. Young men, who 
in times of peace would be finishing their 
education, are driving tanks or flying planes 
in Australia or Africa or Europe or Asia. 
Young women are leaving their classes for 
nursing or work in the Red Cross or to 
Marry young men who are about to go over- 
seas, American education is one of the cas- 
ualties of the present war, 

* * * 


Statistics from the 1940 census and ex- 
aminations of men drafted for the armed 
services have revealed some disquieting de- 
ficiencies in American education as it has 
been in the past. The “little red school 
houses on the hill,” the consolidated schools, 
the great city high schools and hundreds of 
colleges and universities, supported by bil- 
lions of dollars, have not achieved all the 
results that are desirable. 

In 1940, there were about 2,800,000 per- 
sons in the United States 25 years of age 
and over who had not completed even one 
year of school work, or 3.7 per cent of the 
entire population in those age ‘mits. Both 
Germany and Japan report an illiteracy of 
adults below 1 per cent. About five years 
of school work are required for moderate 
proficiency. In 1940, there were 10,105,000 
persons in the United States at least 25 
years of age who had not finished five 
years of school work. —

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A SUGGESTION FOR THE ST. LOUIS AWARD. 

When the St. Louis Award was established, fn 
1932, it was the announced intention of the anony- : 
mous donor to continue for 10 years the annual 
$1000 gift to the citizen designated by a committee 
as having performed the year’s most outstanding 
service for the community. The period expires this 
year, and it is good news to learn that the award 
will not come to an end. Instead, the donor has 
announced through Gilbert Harris, secretary of the 
Award Committee, that he will continue to give the 
$1000 indefinitely, and will provide in his will for 
the award’s continuance after his death. 

This leads us to make a suggestion. Establish- 
ment of the St. Louis Award has in itself been 
an outstanding service to the community, It has 
brought to public notice ‘the achievements of citi- 
zens, whether or not they did their work in the 
spotlight. It has expressed the community's appre- 
ciation of those achievements in a fitting and digni- 
fied way. By rewarding progress and civic spirit, 
the unknown donor fosters and encourages them. 

So, for his service in providing the means of giv- 
ing acclaim and honor and substantial reward to 
the citizens who have distinguished their communi- 
ty, we suggest the donor of the St. Louis Award 
for the St. Louis Award, this year or later. 

If this unidentified civic-spirited citizen insists up- 
on remaining anonymous, well and good. If he wishes 
to give the award money to some philanthropic 
cause, as several of its recipients have done, well 
and good also, Those are details. It would be a 
handsome thing for the community to take this 
means of showing its appreciation for one who has 
done an outstanding public service, and has dem- 
onstrated his altruistic spirit by modestly keeping 


is not because educational preparation has 
deteriorated since 1917, but because the re- 
quirements of the present mechanized war 
are very much higher. 

On the average, 63 per cent of the men 
now being inducted into the army will be 
used in specialized branches of the service 
requiring a substantial background of edu- 
cation, and a considerable “percentage will 
need mathematics through trigonometry 
and basic physical sciences. Neither the 
general education nor the special training 
to meet the requirements is possessed by a 
sufficient fraction of men called for service. 

The deficiencies are grave. Enough men 
to make a Very large army have been re- 
jected for military service solely because 
they were unable to understand simple writ- 
ten instructions. 

In a letter dated Aug. 5, 1942, Lieut.-Gen. 
Brehon B. Somervell wrote to Dr, John W. 
Studebaker, Commiasioner of Education: 

“For some time the Army has wanted to 


himself out of the picture while doing so. be relieved of the added burden of teaching

Thus, in measured terms characteristic 
of military communications, Gen. Somer- 
vell calls on educators to take up and carry 
through promptly the most important and 
difficult task they have ever undertaken.

The failure is largely theirs, In these crit- 
ical times, the duty of correcting the de- 
ficiency is entirely theirs. If they hesitate 
or prove they are incompetent, the tragic 
events now transpiring will make it neces- 
sary to set up some sort of compulsion, with 
all its various costs in effort and money and 
with further disruptions of our social ma- 
chinery. 

In responding effectively to the request 
of Gen. Somervell, educators will be prepar- 
ing themselves for the great task of re- 
viewing and probably reorganizing public 
education after the war. They will per- 


‘ceive that too often education has lacked 


any clear purpose—that the elementary 
school has been regarded vaguely as prepa- 
ratory for high school, the high school pre- 
paratory for college, the college preparatory 
for graduate work, 

They will reflect on their failures as a 
class and on the stupidities of which they 
as individuals have been guilty. They will 
be ashamed that they too often have 
thought of the privileges rather than the 
responsibilities of the caste to which they 
have belonged. P

Native Piatoon Fights Off Two Jap 
Destroyers 12 Hours. 

How a heroic little platoon of 
Dutch-trained native soldiers, led 
by a native sergeant, held off two 
Japanese destroyers for 12 -hours 
from snatching the last Allied 
foothold in the great Indonesian 
barrier of islands stretching 
from Sumatra to New Guinea 
has been revealed with the return 
of survivors who defended the is- 
land of Yamdena in the Tanimbar 
group, north of Darwin. 

Contrary to what previously had 
been thought—that the Japanese 
took this last battlement in their 
barrier chain of inside communi- 
cations without resistance, it is 
now learned that a handful of na- 
tive soldiers, without white leader- 
ship, fought until the end against 
the Japanese landing force pene- 
trating the Arafura Sea, 

Shortly after landing at Buna, 
Eastern New Guinea, in mid-July 
when they established their thrust 
across the Owen Stanley range 
against Port Moresby, the Japa- 
nese decided on another bold step. 
Having earlier outflanked Western 
New Guinea, they moved to take, 
and fix bases’ on, the three archi- 
pelagoes of Kei Islands, Aroe Is- 
lands and the Tanimbars, or Tim- 
orlauts, directly facing the conti- 
nent. 

Establishments on these islands 


vance from their rear base at Am- 
bon, approximately 300 miles near- 
er to by-passing Darwin, and 
through the Arafura Sea ap- 
proaching Torres Strait, Port 
Moresby’s western gateway. The 
specific prize on Yamdena was the 
airdrome at Saumlakki, about 300 
miles from Darwin. 


Japanese Ambushed. 


It was the commander of the tiry 
garrison, a native of Tenim Barese, 
named Tahia, who was selected to 
maintain law and order and pro- 
tect the two Dutch officials who 
remained at Saumlakki. Tahia, 
occupying the midway point in the 
potential battleground dominated 
by Ambon, Koepang and Darwin, 
had only 12 Indonesian soldiers 
and one machine gun to defend 
Yamdena’s vital southern air- 
drome, 

“I kept my men busy polishing 
guns and waited for reinforce- 
ment,” said Tahia. “Then one eve- 
ning there came into the harbor 
two destroyers. My men were still 
working on a trench overlooking 
the harbor. 

“‘Aha, that’s reinforcements 
come to help us,’ I said to myself. 
Then boats began to approach with 
soldiers in helmets. The boats 
reached our little pier and men 
climbed up carrying guns and 
equipment, and more followed. 
They formed up on the pier ready 
to march ashore. I looked closer 
at the Helmets and saw that they 
were not Australian but some other 
type. Then, suddenly, I understood 
that they were Japanese. Imme- 
diately I planted our machine gun 
above the trench and gave the 
rifle men their places. Then, just 
as the Japanese officer was taking 
his place at the head of the col- 
umn, we opened fire. We simply 
swept that pier clean.” 

Among the onlookers were two 
Australians from guerrilla forces 
in Timor, who had escaped the 
Japanese and made their way to 
Yamdena. But neither Australian 
had any weapons and both were 
obliged to play the role of onlook- 
ers. 

The unexpected ambush threw 
the Japanese into a panic. Drag- 
ging their wounded with - them, 
they piled into their launches and 
returned at top speed to the de- 
stroyers. Because the destroyers 
were beyond range of Tahia’s single 
machine gun, the Sergeant ceased

India's Minority Parties Condemn 
Violence but Demand Independence 


Spokesman for Viceroy’s Council Admits Cry 
for National Government Is Coming ‘From 
All Corners’ of Country. 


Four days of debate on India’s 
grievous internal situation, just 


here, produced exactly nothing in 
the way of an acceptable: formula 
for solution but it gave 75 Indian 
politicians the opportunity to get a 
big load off their chests. At the 
close of yesterday's meeting all the 
delegates who had advanced mo- 
tions and amendments politely 
withdrew them and the debate 
ended without any view being 
taken, 

Though concrete results were 
lacking the discussions made two 
facts clearer: 

1. That while the majority of 
the political parties, outside of 
Mohandas K. Gandhi's Congress 
party, condemn the violence of 
the past six weeks, there is al- 
most unanimous support of the 
Congress proposition that the 
Indian people should be granted 
real authority to form a respon- 
sible wartime national govern- 
ment as the necessary prerequi- 
site for India’s wholehearted par- 
ticipation in the war. 

2. That they regard it vitally 
important that Hindu and Mos- 
lem organizations compose their 
differences in order to give 
strength to this demand for free- 
dom. 

Must Resist Enemies. 


The legislative discussions served 
another useful purpose. They 
brought forth straightforward 
statements of policy from two of 
the principal parties in India’s 
three-cornered problem—the Gov- 
ernment and the All-India Moslem 
League. ' As Gandhi's Congress 
party, which holds nearly a third 
of the Assembly seats, boycotted 
the meeting, its viewpoint was not 
heard. The Government’s most 
lucid spokesman was Sir Syed Sul- 
tan Ahmed, a member of the Vice- 
roy’s Executive Council, who, 
speaking yesterday, admitted that 
the cry for a national government 
was coming “from all corners of 
India.” 

Such a government, Ahmed said, 
cannot be imposed but must be 
the creation of the “fairly unani- 
mous will of the people” through 
the united action of the parties.

Pleads for Two States. 


Speaking for the Moslem League 
and 90 million Indian Moslems, 
which it claims to _ represent, 
Liaqat Ali Khan, the League’s sec- 
retary, pleaded with the Hindus to 
accept the principle of division of 
India into Hindu and Moslem 
states as a basis for agreement. 


“We yearn for independence as 
much as you,” he declared, “But 
a Hindu-Moslem .settlement is 
necessary for its attainment.” 

The Moslem spokesman de- 
nounced the British policy as one 
of ignoring the Moslems and pla- 
cating the All-India National Con- 
gress and continued: 

“I do not believe that the Brit- 
ish want the co-operation of any 
party. They are suffering from 
self-satisfaction, They do not be- 
lieve that they need the co-opera- 
tion of any party. What effort 
have they made to gain the co- 
operation of the Moslem ‘League? 
They want our co-operation not 
as allies but as camp followers. 
Unless they want our co-opera- 
tion as allies, there is no use their 
asking for it.” 

Addressing the Hindus again he 
made a final appeal for communal 
understanding: 

“Take three-fourths of India and 
give us one-fourth of India. Let 
us join together and take the 
whole of India.”

BRITISH SUBMARINE LOST

RUSSIA'S RESERVE 
POWER 


By MAJ. GEORGE 
FIELDING ELIOT

E shall do well to remember 

W that the magnificient defense 

of Stalingrad is only a part, 

although a vitally important part, 

of the military operations on the 
whole Russian front. 

Surveying this front in its en- 
tirety, and not forgetting to take 
into account both the demands 
made on the Germans by’ other 
fronts and the possibilities of a 
Japanese attack in the Far East, 
the Russian chief of staff, Mar- 
shal Shaposhnikov, must make the 
best possible use of his resources 
in men and material. 

It is not for him to conduct the 
battles; this is the task of the 
field commanders, the command- 
ers of army groups, such as Timo- 
shenko and Zhukov. Shaposh- 
nikov’s principal responsibility is 
the allocation to these command- 
ers of the available forces, and 
the holding out, for the moment 
of decision, of a general reserve. 
It is his responsibility, above all, 
to decide when and where this 
general reserve should be thrown 
into the fight. Hamley (‘“Opera- 
tions of War’) calls this the most 
important and at times the most 
painful decision which a general 
has to make. He adds that this 
is particularly true in the defense; 
shall the reserve be thrown in with 
the hope that it may save the situ- 
ation, or shall it be kept in hand 
to cover a withdrawal to a fresh 
position, accepting momentary de- 
feat? 


Napoleon’s Method. 


Napoleon always favored the 
first of these methods, and it 
served him well in most of his 
battles, but it brought him to 
ruin at Waterloo. 


“In defense, even more than in 
attack, a commander will find dif- 
ficulty in maintaining an adequate 
reserve and in using it to the best 
advantage. The calls on his re- 
serves are apt to be more fre 
quent, more urgent, more unfor- 
seen, it may mean that the attack 
has failed or has come to a stop 
for’ the time being; but a com- 
mander in the defense who has no 
further reserve to meet a fresh 
enemy effort is in danger of de- 
feat and disorganization.” (Field 
Service Regulations, British Army; 
volume III.) 

A great deal, of course, depends 
on whether the commander has 
been compelled to accept the de 
fensive by reasons of weakness or 
a bad strategical position, or 
whether he has deliberately chosen 
the defensive for the time being 
with the idea of allowing the 
enemy to exhaust his resources 
and then counterattacking in force. 
It is exactly this peint of which we 
are not sure in the present Rus 
sian situation. 


May Prove Decisive. 


If the Russians have, as on the 
whole seems very likely, a strong 
general reserve in hand for a 
major counterattack, then the se 
lection of the time and place for 
ite use is of the first importance 
and may very well prove decisive. 
On the one hand, the longer the 
Germans go on attacking at Stalin- 
grad, the more men and material 
they are using up and the weaker 
they become; on the other hand, if 
Stalingrad falls prematurely, large 
German forces will be released 
meet counterattack elsewhere. 

Obviously, the supplying of re- 
inforcements te Stalingrad itself 
is an important consideration. The 
Russian object is to compel the 
Germans to use up the greater 
part of the German strategic re-

There are comic strips in some 
of the English dailies but the 
characters depicted are not those 
whose romances and misadventures 
American soldiers had been fol- 
lowing back home, Some of the 
‘British newspapers are beginning 


to provide the box scores of the 
major American baseball leagues 
but that is about as far as they 
go to satisfy the American desire 
for sporting news. 

If any member of the Amerigan 
expeditionary forces is interested 
in the quotations of American 
securities he can follow the for- 
tunes of about a score of the 
best known stocks in the London 
Times—if he is fortunate enough 
to be able to buy a copy of the 
Times. Becoming a reader of the 
Times nowadays is like joining a 
desirable golf club used to be in 
the boom days—something you 
qualify for by getting on a list 
of applicants and knowing the 
right people. The other British 
newspapers no longer devote any 
of their precious space to Ameri- 
can stockmarket prices because in- 
dividual British security holders 
long ago were compelled to sur- 
render all American shares to the 
Government. 

Nor do the British newspapers 
report developments in the United 
States with anything like the thor- 
oughness with which American 
newspapers report developments in 
Britain. The British public never 
was adequately informed regard- 
ing American affairs and now that 
newspaper space is so severely re- 
stricted the budget of American 
news ig even less. 

Your relative or friend serving 
in Britain, accordingly, will be in- 
terested in the newspaper clippings 
you send him regardless of the 
time which elapses between their 
publication and delivery into his 
hands. The chances of his having 
read the hometown news are in- 
considerable because the newspa- 
per got out for the American 
forces in Britain also suffers from 
restricted news space. 


Papers Appreciated. 

Small in size as the British 
newspapers are nowadays, they are 
better appreciated by their readers 
than in prewar times when the 
proprietors of the popular dailies 
were offering insurance policies, 
sets of Dickens and other induce- 
ments to prospective readers. 

Aside from the intrinsic impor- 
tance of the contents of wartime 
newspapers the difficulty of ob- 
taining a newspaper makes the 
reader appreciate one. Since most 
of Britain’s newsprint must be 
hauled a long distance by sea in 
rigorously rationed shipping space 
it has been necessary to reduce by 
80 per cent the amount of news- 
print available for British publica- 
tions, 

The publishers have worked out 
a voluntary rationing scheme 
which has enabled each of the pub- 
lications to continue to serve its 
readers in the manner deemed most 
advantageous by the proprietor 
and with fairness to all other pub- 
lications. The newspapers which 
cherish most the magnitude of 
their publication have chosen to 
reduce the size of their issues in 
order to keep on distributing the 
same number of copies, Thus the 
London Daily Express, whose cir- 
culation of over 2,500,000 is said to 
be the largest in the world; the 
London Daily Herald, the London 
Daily Mail and the London News 
Chronicle—all of which have enor- 
mous circulations—print only four 
pages daily. 

The London Times, London Daily 
Telegraph and Manchester Guar- 
dian prefer to print fewer copies 
and sell them at higher prices in 
order to offer a larger budget of

Price Increased. 

The Times has raised its price te 
six cents a copy (the large circula- 
tion dailies charge two cents « 
copy) and has radically reduced the 
number of copies printed in order 
to continue to print eight pages 
daily. As a result hotel porters 
and news dealers are unable to sat- 
isfy all of the people desirous of 
obtaining a copy of the Times. 

The porter of my London hotel 
gave much thought each day to 
determining which seekers after 
a Times could be placated with 
a Daily Express or a Daily Sketch 
—which is like offering a devotee 
of chamber music an evening of 
swing—and which guests could be 
denied any paper without creating 
a scene. 

The Daily Telegraph used to 
print 28 pages daily. In order to be 
able to give their readers 32 
each six days instead of the 24 
pages published by the Express and 
other dailies the Telegraph man- 
agement deliberately abandoned 34 
per cent of its circulation. Only 
648,000 copies of the Telegraph are 
being printéd instead of the 920,000 
copies formerly printed. 

The length of all news dispatches 
and special articles has had to be 
cut and many features dropped 
altogether because of the newspa- 
pers. The large type banner head- 
lines which were formerly em- 
ployed on the front page of the 
Daily Express have been aban- 
doned in order to crowd in more 
news. Lord Beaverbrook, proprie- 
tor of the Express, thinks the 
screaming headlines will not be re- 
stored after the war. 


Advertising Rationed. 

Advertising has had to be cur- 
tailed, too. Despite rationing and 
scarcity, British businesses desire 
to keep up their advertising during 
wartime. They want to keep the 
public familiar with their products 
and trade names even though they 
have little or nothing to sell at the 
moment. The larger newspapers 
have had to ration advertising so 
as to give every prospective adver- 
tiser a chance to tell his story oc- 
casionally. The Daily Telegraph 
runs half of its classified advertise- 
ments in 324,000 copies and the 
other half in the second 324,000 
copies it prints daily. Thus its rate 
per line of classified advertising is 
in effect $1.80, 

The British newspapers pay $116 
a ton for their newsprint, which 
is considerably more than twice 
what American newspapers must 
pay per ton. Nevertheless most of 
the largest British newspapers are 
making far larger profits than 
American newspapers make. That 
is because the British reader pays 
a higher price for his smaller pa- 
per, British advertising rates are 
higher than these charged by most 
American newspapers and many 
operating expenses such as loss on . 
returns, outlays for promotion and 
premiums have been eliminated or 
reduced. Since most physically fit 
newspaper employes under 40 are 
now serving with the armed forces 
or in some other phase of the war 
effort the payrolls of many Eng- 
lish newspapers also have been re 
duced. 

The Dally Express earns about 
$2,400,000 a year before taxes. The 
other London papers make corre 
sponding profits. The Amalga- 
mated Press, Ltd., a newspaper 
and periodical chain, held its an- 
nual meeting during my stay in 
London. Profits for the year were 
reported as $3,000,000 of which $1,- 
400,000 was set aside for taxes. The 
stockholders were rewarded with a 
9 per cent dividend after generous 
provision was made for reserves. 

The Government takes 100 per 
cent of all newspaper as well as 
other corporate profits over and 
above those earned in 1938.

He runs a prof- 
itable “holy city” in Santa Clara

votes in the primary, which was 
considerably less than enough to 
win but it meant that this deter- 
mined impostor had a substantial 
personal following. 

Oklahoma goes for famous 
names as well as for hillbilly 
choirs. Senator Josh Lee, the in- 
cumbent, a Democrat, was con- 
fronted in the primary by another 
Josh Lee, a farmer. Appealing 
to the courts, Senator Lee had 
his rival’s name struck off the bal- 
lot on the ground that the other 
Josh Lee had no valid reason for 
running for the Senate. A cynic 
remarked that if the rule were 
enforced generally Congress would 
be considerably smaller than it is 
today. 

Will Rogers, Congressman-at- 
large from Oklahoma, was elected 
because many voters thought 
they were voting for the cowboy 
humorist who was the State’s 
hero. That was eight years ago 
and Will Rogers, a former school 
teacher, was regularly re-elected. 
He is leaving Congress, his State 
having lost one seat because of re- 
apportionment following the 1940 
census. 

Incidentally, a son of the real 
Will Rogers is the Democratic can- 
didate for the House seat in the 
Sixteenth California District. He is 
known as Bill Rogers instead of 
Will Rogers Jr. Running in an 
area where there are many CIO 
workers in aircraft plants, he is 
said to have a good chance to beat 
the Republican incumbent, Leland 
Ford. 

Cowboy Candidate. 

Idaho has a real cowboy candi- 
date in Glenn Taylor, ex-isolation- 
ist and crooner, who ,won the 
Democratic nomination for the 
Senate. Cowboy Taylor wears a 
white broadbrimmed Stetson and 
looks ‘a little Hke Gene Autry.

The applicants come from every 
corps area and from every branch 
of the service. In most instances 
the recommendation of the corps 
area commander has been the de- 
cisive factor. Thirty-three states 
were represented in the first class, 
and the present enrollment prom- 
ises to be even more widely dis- 
tributed. 

, Serious Atmosphere. 

These student officers, the ma- 
jority with successful careers be- 
hind them, are. not given to levity 
or collegiate horse play. The at- 
mosphere of the school is one of 
intense seriousness. In the discus- 
sion in section classrooms, they de- 
bate points of fact and opinion 
with as much earnestness as 
though they actually were govern- 
ing Occupied Country A or B.

Imbued With Military Ways. 

In Hsinking, Tani played hand 
in hand with the Japanese Kwan- 
tung army. He became thoroughly 
imbued with Japan’s militaristic 
ways and ambitions. He was the 
civilian official who applied Japan’s 
military policy, but he was no pup- 
pet; he happened to be of the 
same mind as the Japanese war 
lords whom he served. He re- 
mained in Manchoukuo three years, 
before he was sent to Austria as 
Minister for a short spell in 
esclipse when. the Manchurian 
“gang” was undergoing an over- 
hauling. 

In 1939, Tani was slated to be 
appointed Ambassador to France, 
but some remarks which he had 
made on his way home from Aus- 
tria to the effect that the French 
were shipping war supplies to 
China over the border of Indo- 
China despite French pledges to 
the contrary, caused the French 
government to refuse him as en- 
voy. After months of waiting, the 
Japanese had to name another 
Ambassador, and Tani became 
Vice-Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
The latest radio reports from 
Tokyo indicate he was serving as 
head of the information board 
until his present appointment as 
Foreign Minister. 

Japan’s Kwantung army in Man- 
churia has long been raring for 
a crack at the Russians and the 
appointment of Tani, a man of 
like mind, as Foreign Minister, at 
this time seems to be another 
pointer that the Japanese are pre- 
paring for an attack against Si- 
beria. Tani’s substitution for Togo 
means that Japan’s policy is to be 
molded by the Manchurian “gang”, 
which has always had its atten- 
tion focussed on Siberia.

Tani’s appointment as Foreign 
Minister on the eve of the eleventh 
anniversary. of Japan’s invasion 
of Manchuria, seems almost to 
have been intended to give em-

CASUALTIES TO DATE IN WAR 


OTTAWA, Sept. 19 (AP).—Cana- 
dian Army casualties now total 
about 6300 killed, wounded, miss- 
ing and prisoners since the out- 
break of war, National Defense 
Headquarters announced today. 

It said there were roughly 2000 
in the Canadian force at Hong- 
kong, about 1000 in other theaters, 
chiefly in the United Kingdom, 
and more than 3350 at Dieppe. 

Six soldiers previously reported 
killed in the Dieppe raid now are 
reported alive, five of them as war 
prisoners. Two previously reported 
missing are safe, the casualty list 
showed. Forty-four previously re- 
ported missing are known now to 
be prisoners.

Cities at Peak 


Volume and Valuation .in

Home building in five Missouri 
cities—St. Louis, Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, Springfield and Joplin— 
last year reached the highest level 


in 12 years in volume and valua- 
tion, D. E. Ryan, vice-president of 
Investors Syndicate, reports. 

There were 444,697 dwelling units 
in these cities on Jan, 1, 1942. Of 
these, 18,284, or only 4.1 per cent, 
were built since Jan. 1, 1931. 

“These Missouri cities,” Ryan 
gaid, “provided new homes in 1941 
for 14,172 people, a gain of 5296, 
or 59.7 per cent, over 1940, when 
homes were built for 8876 persons. 
Last year, new housing was pro- 
vided for 3252 more people than 
the 10,920 total in 1930. Homes put 
up in these cities from 1931 to 1941, 
inclusive, furnished shelter for 73,- 
136 people. 

“These five Missouri cities, in 
point of 1941 new home volume, 
ranked seventeenth in a list of 41 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia; their volume position for the 
li-year total was nineteenth. The 
1941 gain over 1940 ranked ninth 
in the list, whole in point of rise 
above 1930 these cities were twen- 
ty-ninth. The 42 regions contain 
$10 cities. This survey excludes 
Idaho, Mississippi, Nevada, New 
Mexico, North Dakota, Vermont 
and Wyoming. 

“The 1941 volume in these Mis- 
souri cities represented 19.3 per 
cent of the total residential build- 
ing for the ll-year period. Volume 
peak of 14,172 came in 1941, while 
the low was in 1933, when only 
2020 people were furnished with 
new homes.”

NEW TIRE ALLOTMENT 
FOR TRUGKS REDUCED 


Missouri Operators Required 
to Use Two Recaps for 
Each New Casing. 


A further curtailment of the 
rationing of new truck tires in 
Missouri will become effective to- 
morrow, Russell E. Gardner Jr., 
director of the State Office of 
Price Administration, announced 
yesterday, following receipt of a 
telegram from OPA officials in 
Washington urging the use of 
more recaps for trucks. 

“From now on,” Gardner said, 


“applications for a new truck tire 
will be granted only on condition 
that applicants agree to use two 
recapped tires with it.” His orders 
from Washington, he explained, 
said: “Operators must use more 
recaps. We cannot continue with 
our present rate of rationing new 
truck tires.” 
William H. Bryan, State ration- 
ing officer, pointed out Missouri’s 
tire allotment for September must 
be used exclusively for trucks on 
Government construction projects, 
interstate commerce carriers, lum- 
ber and fuel trucks and others es- 
sential to the war effort. He de- 
clined to reveal the State’s allot- 
ment. 
“Tire rationing has reached the 
point at which anyone who does 
not use recaps in carrying on his 
work cannot be considered for new 
tires until the requirements of all 
recap users have been filled,” Bry- 
an said, 
In order to, be sure applicants 
are actually using recaps as well 
as the new tire, they may be asked 
to present a portion of their recap 
certificates filled in by the crafts- 
man who did the recapping work, 
he added. 
“Some boards,” he said, “issue 
printed notices with each certifi- 
cate warning the applicant not to 
let his tires become unfit for re- 
capping and advising him that if 
he is guilty of abuse or negligence 
in caring for his tires he will be 
denied both -tires and recaps.”

COMMITTEE ORGANIZING 


A bi-partisan Committee for 
Fair Pay for Legislators is be- 
ing organized to support, in the 
November election, the proposed 
amendment providing for an in- 
crease of pay for members of the 
Legislature to $125 a month. 
Charles M; Hay, Democraties and 
Oliver T. Remmers, Republican, 
are co-chairmen, and McMillan 
Lewis, former Democratic State 
Senator, is treasurer. 

The proposal to be voted on 
would establish the pay of mem- 
bers of the State Senate and House 
at $125 a month, or $1500 a year, 
for the term for which they are 
elected, four years in the case of 
Senators, ‘two years for Repre- 
sentatives.

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Sept. 19. 
ITH war drums throbbing 
around the world, gospel sing- 
ers gathered here last Sunday 

and -sang of blessed hope and last- 
ing peace. The occasion was the 
ninth annual session of the Mis- 
souri State Singing Convention. 
More than a thousand singers and 
lovers of song gathered from the 
Southeast Missouri counties and 
from Arkansas and set the joy 
bells. ringing in the big stadium 
gymnasium. 

Out of the Deep South a dozen 
years ago came the singing con- 
vention that had, for long before 
that, been sweeping through the 
cotton fields and across the Texas 
plains, and found in the border 
counties of Missouri a welcome and 
an abiding place, 

At first it was an infiltration, 
with scattered community sings at 


country churches on Sunday after- 


noons. These there had always 
been, in a sporadic way among 
the rural churches of the southern 
section of the State and in the 
Ozarks, but under the influence of 
the movement in the Southern 
states, the community groups grav- 
itated together and formed “con- 
ventions,” after the Southern pat- 
tern. 

About 10 years ago the singers 
of Stoddard,* Dunklin and New 
Madrid counties got together and 
formed the Tri-County Convention. 
In September, 1934, the Missouri 
State Singing Convention was 
formed at Malden and Charles E. 
Porter of Malden was elected pres- 
ident. He has headed the organi- 
zation ever since. His chief quali- 
fication, as he likes to tell, is that 
he can’t carry a tune. He never 
tried but once. That was in his 
courtin’ days. He took his girl to 
church, With her sitting beside 
him, he was so happy that he 
didn’t care what happened, so he 
tried to sing. It was terrible. The 
girl poked him in the ribs with her 
elbow and stopped him before it 
had gone too far. To get even 
with her, he married her and she 
has been doing his singing for 
him ever since. That is the story 
he tells at the State Singing Con- 
vention. 

A singing convention is not a re- 
vival. Revivals have their place 
in the South and there are plenty 
of them, but the singing conven- 
tion is something else. It is an oc- 
casion for the people to show forth 
their gladness and sing their 
praises, not an occasion for calling 
sinners to repentance. The songs 
are not doleful. They are stir- 
ring happy songs with lots of 
swing in them. 

The choruses are joyous, almost 
rollicking, with the voice parts 
sharply accented. The _ singing, 
however, has a‘tertain dignity. The 
accompaniment is on the piano. 
The plunk of the banjer and the 
moaning of the git-tar are not 
heard and the dulcimer, faintest of 
the stringed sisterhood, would be 
drowned by the voices if it were 
played. . % 

The singing conventions are un- 
denominational, but the , Baptists, 
strong in the South, predominate. 
The Methodists say the singing

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convention is no child of theirs 
and for the most part hold frown- 
ingly aloof and have been known 
to make slighting remarks, with 
particular reference to the quality 
of the songs and the commercial- 
ism that is rife. They prefer to 
stick to their old time revivals, in 
which the songs are not much bet- 
ter and in which commercialism is 
not so pronounced.

At one other time 
an “Amen” was spoken, but oth- 
erwise there was no manifestation 
of fervor except as it was expressed 
in the singing.

They all looked alike to him as 
he stood on the stage at the open- 
ing of the ninth annual convention 
at the stadium gymnasium last 
Sunday morning. There were no 
singers on the stage but Porter 
knew where to look for them. 
They were out in the crowd wait- 
ing to be asked, “All who are going 
to help us sing come up,” he called.

And, by and 
large, they can. Those who come 
to the stage compose what is called 
the choir. They have not sung to- 
gether, unless at the convention a 
year ago, and have not rehearsed, 
but they know their song books 
from kiver to kiver and can sing 
anything that is called for without 
a quaver. So can the people in 
the audience and they join in the 
singing whenever the spirit moves 
them. ; 

Before the singing began Mayor 
Ira M. Bradley of Poplar Bluff 
told the singers how welcome they 
were. Then Oscar Wyman of Essex, 
the first guest song leader on the 
program, took hold. “No, 80: in 
‘Blessed Hope,’” and the chorus 
broke out into “Waiting for the 
Boys to Come Home.”

O the cursory observer at least, 
T catitornia is a state at the

There is, on one

bordering on hysteria in the

From the steaming jungles of 
New Guinea, from the chill and 
rocky Icelandic wastes, from North 
Ireland, England, Australia and 
Alaska, scores of American soldiers 
today expressed this universal 
longing for a Christmas letter 
from home when correspondents 
asked them in a pre-Yuletide poll: 

“What do you want for Christ- 
mas?” & 

Their Christmas wants range 
from a date with an American 
blonde (by .a buck private simmer- 
ing in New Guinea) to a boy in 
Ireland who wants a construction 
kit with which to make model air- 
planes in his spare time. 

But on the whole, their wants 
are modest and unusually simple 


. and similar. 


Since Uncle Sam limits the max- 
imum weight of any Christmas 
package for overseas soldiers to 11 
pounds, and since he has specif- 
ically requested that packages be 
kept to six pounds if possible, 
Johnny Doughboy’s relatives — 
others are discouraged from send- 
ing Christmas gifts because of the 
limited shipping facilities—will de- 
light him if they send any one of 
the gifts he and his buddies agreed 
upon when polled. 

The Christmas gifts most in de- 
mand, no matter where troops 
are stationed, may be summed up 
as follows: 

Something to read, cigarettes, 
cigars, pipes, tobacco, tobacco

social workers carry on, with sym- 
pathy and tact, their brancheof 
mercy work under “humanity's 
flag.” 

The woman at the desk wears 
the yellow and white uniform of a 
volunteer. On a green “interview- 
er’s sheet” she notes down answers 
to the questions she asks of a 
berry-brown little woman in black 
who fingers uneasily the bone 
frame of a fin de siecle pocket- 
book. 

“You’re the grandmother?” The 
tiny woman nods as bobbingly as 
a high lace collar will permit. 
“And is your husband living?” This 
time a shake of the head replies, 
and the rusty feathers on her hat 
echo solemnly. 


“Your daughter, the _ soldier’s 
mother, is ill, and you’re both de- 
pendent upon him?” Again a nod, 
no words. “Her name, please?” A 
bony left hand, gold wedding band 
slipping loosely to the knuckle, 
snaps open the pocketbook, a bony 


right hand dives into it like a 


frightened frog, whisks out a let- 
ter addressed by Pvt. Doe to his 
mother. The worker copies the 
name, whispers aside, “I think 
she must be deaf, poor little thing,” 
and turns to her interviewee.

Like the Negro soldier whose 
wife reported him to the draft 
board, hoping to get his depend- 
ency allotment and custody of 
their children. “We're giving fi- 
nancial aid to his mother, who is 
caring for the youngsters, and 
we'll help: him pay for the divorce 
and get full custody because the 
wife simply isn’t responsible. 
He’s been worried and nervous, 
naturally,” worker Elizabeth Gar- 
lington tells you, earnestly. “Know- 
ing that we’re looking after things 
helps him to be a better soldier,” 

And there was the wiry, weath- 
er-beaten man who sought Family 
Service when he could find no 
work. 

“I’ve just been released, cured 
of T. B., from Veterans’ Hospital,” 
he explained. “My wife and chil- 
dren managed on a farm with my 
$30-a-month disability pension, but 
with that no longer coming in, we 
moved to St. Louis and in with 
my brother's family .. .” 

They were nine,. living in three 
rooms, five children sleeping on 
the floor and hungrily heeding fa- 
ther’s warning to “Go slow at the 
table. Don’t eat much until the 
others are through. It’s not our 
house, you know.” 

The Health Department com- 
plained, the landlord threatened 
eviction and the sister-in-law hys- 
terically ordered them to leave. 

“Now they’re in furnished 
rooms,” this sympathetic worker 
tells you, “and we give them a 
check each month until Vocational 
Guidance finds work that he can 
do. He’s worked out a careful 
budget and getting the check 
doesn’t embarrass him with 
‘charity.’ ” 

In addition to the hundreds who

Family Service by Red Cross field 
directors at various camps.

Score Two in a Row 
By Colvin McPherson 


PECULIAR thing happened at a Fox Theater preview last 
—8* night. When Humphrey Bogart made his first en- 
ce in “Across the Pacific,” to face the judgment of a court- 
martial, a fair proportion of the customers there assembled applauded. 
Now such a procedure would not be out of place in a Playgoers’ 
gathering at the American Theater. Indeed, if Katharine Cornell, 
Helen Hayes, Ethel Barrymore or Maurice Evans, appearing in 
person, did not get such recognition and attention, the two undraped 
plaster ladies in the decorations at upper right and upper left would 
probably cover their heads, at least, in shame. 
What brought the applause for Mr. Bogart’s image cannot be 
known except by clairvoyant. Presumably it was because Bogey is 
held in high regard, for when the Statue of Liberty also came into 


view later, she, too, got a good hand. And if it was a tribute to 


Bogart personally, this reviewer here and now, a little belatedly 
perhaps, will join in. © 

The screen’s best gangster is a splendid actor under any director’s 
handling. Guided by John .Huston, as he was in “The Maltese 
‘Falcon” last year and is now in “Across the Pacific,” he is just about 
perfect. He plays on the right side of politics and the right end of 
a machine-gun in “Across the Pacific,” as an American intelligence 
officer tracking down a Japanese plot. A half dozen of his breed 
and the country might well fear no foul treachery again. 

“Across the Pacific,” based on an outworn idea, is such an enter- 
taining picture that a reviewer wishes Director Huston, son of Actor 
Walter Huston and a native of Nevada, Mo., might have taken a bow, 
too.
